2 INDEPENDENT CLAIM 1 



2.1 The present application does not meet the 

requirements of PCT Article 33(1) because the 
subject matter of claim 1 is not novel within the 
meaning of PCT Article 33(2). Document Dl (figures 
6A, 6B) discloses: 



resealable bag (110) with a closure (126) fastened 
to the front wall (116) in the interior with two 
closure parts (142, 139) which project from the 
connection region (132, 134) of the closure and 
serve for connection to the wall and the free 
edges of which are connected to the wall, and with 
a safety strip (150) over an opening (153a) above 
the catching region of the closure, the safety 
strip being designed to be separable from the wall 
before the initial opening for exposing the 
opening, the two closure parts of the closure 
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being connected to the wall below the opening and 
a cover sheet (138) being connected to the 
internal closure part and also above and at the 
side of the opening. 



It emerges from the description on page 6, lines 
16-24, and dependent claim 7 that the expression 
"captively connected" can be interpreted as 
""connected" .
